r . Fox united, in a mod r2maikab/e 
degree, the fremingly repugnant charsders 
ot the milded of men and tl.e mod tehemenl 
of orators- 
In priwtte life he way gentle, 
muüed, placable, kit^d, of fjmple manners, 
and i'o averfe fro.n parade and dogmatifm, as 
to De not only unod ntatious, bat even fjme- 
wh«t ina¿live in Conve-fatioo. 
His fuperi- 
uri y was never felt but in the indruftioD 
which he imparted, or in the attention which 
bit generous prelcrence ufually dire£\fd to 
the more obfcure memberi of the company. 
The fimplicity of hit manners was far from 
excluding that pcrfefk urbanity whicb flowed 
dill more from the mildnefs of his natore, 
than from familiar intercourfe with the rood 
polifhed fociety of Europe. Hia converfation, 
when it waa not reprelTed by modedy or in- 
dolence, was delightful. 
T h t pleafantry, 
perhaps, of no man of wit bad fo unlaboured 
an appearance. 
It Teemed rather to efcape 
from his mind, than to have been produced 
by it. 
H e bad lived on the mod intimate 
terma with all his coteroporaries didinguifh- 
ed by wit« politenefs, or philofuphy, or learo* 
inga or the talents of public life. 
In the 
courfe of thirty yeara he had known almod 
every man in Europe whofe intercourfe could 
drcngiben, or enrich, or polifh tbe mind. 
His own literiture was various and elegant. 
In clafRcal erudition, which by the cudom 
of England, is more peculiarly called learn­ 
ing. he was inferior to few profeiTed fcholars. 
Like all men of genius, he delighted to take 
refuge in poetry, from the vulgari'^y and ir. 
ritation of budnefs. 
His own verfea were 
eafy and pleaf,ng, and might have claimed no 
low place among tbofe which the French call 
Vers de société. 
The poetical chara¿ter of 
bis mind was difpUyed in bia extraordinary 
partiality for the poetry of the two mod po­ 
etical bâtions, or at lead languages, of the 
W e d thofe of the Greeks and the Italians. 
H e didiked political converfation, and never 
willingly took my p a n in it. 
T o fpeak of 
him judly, as an orator, would require a long 
effay. 
Every.where natural, he carried into 
public fumething of that fimple and negligent 
exterior which belonged to him in private. 
W h e n he began to fpeak, a common oofcrver 
might have thought him aukward ; and even 
a confummate judge could only have been 
druck with the cxquidte judnefs of his ideas» 
and the tranfparent fimplicity of his manners* 
But no fooner had he fpoken for feme time, 
Uian he w^s changed into another being- He 
forgot himfelf and every thing around him. 
H e thought only of his fubjfft. His genius 
wanned and kindled as he went on# H e dart­ 
ed fire into his audience. Torrents of impe* 
tuous and irrefiliible eloquence fwept along 
their feelings and conviction. 
H e certainly 
poffeffcd, above all moderns, that union of 
reason, sim plicity y and vehemence^ which 
formed the prince of orators. 
H e was tbe 
mod Demostbenean fpe^ki*r fince Demodhenet. 
“ I knew him ,” fays Mr. Burke, in a pam­ 
phlet written after their unhappy dififercncet 
“ when he was nineteen ; fince which time 
he has rifen, by flow degrees, to be the mod 
brilliant and accompiidied debacor that the 
world ev r faw.” 
T h e quiet dignity of a 
mind roufed only by great obje¿\s, the abfence 
of petty budle, contempt of ihow, the abhor­ 
rence of intrigue, the plainnefs and down- 
riijhtncfs, 
and the thorough good nature, 
which dillinguiihed Mr. Fo», fcem to render 
him no very unfit reprefentative of that old 
Engiidi national charafter, which, if it evet 
changed, we fhould be fa.nguine indeed to ex- 
pe¿l CO fee fucceeded by a better. 
T h e fim- 
plicitv of h\\ charaAer infpired confidence, 
the ardour of his eloquence roufed enthufi- 
afui, and the geotlenefs of his nianneri in­ 
vited friendibip. 
“ 1 admired,’* fayi Mr. 
Gibbon, '• the powers of a fuperior man at 
they are blended, in his attractive,chara£ler, 
with all tbe foftnefs and fimplicity of a child : 
no human being was ever more free from any 
taint of malignity, vanity, or falfehood."— 
From thefe qualities of hit public and private 
charaAer, it probably arofe, that no Englifti 
datefman ever preferved, during fo long a 
period of adverfe fortune, fo many affeAion- 
ate friends, and fo many zealous adherents. 
The union of ardour in public fentiment, with 
mildnefs in focial manners, was, in M r . Fox, 
an hereditary quality. 
The fame fafcinating 
power over the attachment of all who came 
within his fphcre, is fjid to have belonged to 
his father; and thofe who know tbe furvivors 
of another generation, will feel that tbisde- 
lighîful quality is not yet extindl in the ri^e. 


Perhsps noihii'g can more drongly prove 
the deep unpr-^flloi) mide by this part of M r. 
Fox’s chiraélfi, than the wofds of Mr. Bui ke. 
who, in J^nu >ry 1797, fix yrars after all in- 
tercourl- brtween tbrni had ceafed, fpeaking 
to a perfon honoured with fonie drgree of M r. 
Fox’i fricndfbip, faid, * To òe sure beis a man 
made to be loved ! ’* and thcfc rmphatical 
words were uttered with a fervour ot manner 
which left no doubt of tbeir beart-felt fuice- 
r Jty. 


Thefe few hady and honed fentences are 
flcetched in a temper too fcber and ferious for 
intentional exa^geraiic n, and with too pious 
an afTe¿\ion f«r the memory of M r. Fcx to 
protane it by intermixture with tbe factious 
brawls and wrangles of the day. 
His politi­ 
cal conduA belongs to hidory. T h e meafures 
which he fupported or oppoied msy divide the 
opinion of poderity, as thfy have divided 
thofe of the prefent age. 
But he will mod 
certainly command the unanimous reverence 
ot future générations, t y bis pure fcntimcnts 
towards the commonwealth, by bis zeal for 
the civil and religious rights of all men, by 
his liberal principles, iavourablt to mHd go- 
verninen:, to ;l e unfettered extrcife of th;; 
h u n n u f i “uîûcsi 3u i î'.ie progTcflive civ^il'H.

O N the 4th at 10 in tbe evening, Gen. Oo« 
dinol embarked 1500 of Gen. Courou’i volti* 
geurs on the great arm of the Danube. CoL' 
Bade with 10 gun boats carried thens out and 
landed them, beyond the confluence of t h o 
leiTcr arm of *thc Ifland of Lobau in the D i » 
nube. T he batteries of the enemy were fooi* 
nienced, and he was purfued from t h t v o o d 
to the village of Mahlet* 


A t 11 u’clock in the evening the batteries 
planted againd Enzersdorff received orders t » 
begin to fire. 
T b e howitzers reduced this 
unfortunate fmall city to afhea, and in lefs 
than half an hour tbe onemy’a batteries wero 
dlenced* 


A t 2 o’clock after midnight, the array ha J 
\,tbe fig u re is illegible'] bridges 
and tbe lefc 
wing debouched under the proteAion cf tho 
batteries, 1500 toifes below Ei serfdorfi* «nd‘ 
the right at VVittiu. 
The corps of the Duko 
of Rivoli (MaiTena) compofed the right win^,' 
that of Oudino* the centre, and AuerfUdt’a 
(D avoud) the left wing; — 1 be corpa of tho 
Duke of Ponte Corvo (Bc'n.idotte) of th e 
V ice.R oy, and ftf Ragufd (M arm o n t) th e 
guard and tbe cuiralliers compofid the a d 
line and the referve. 
T h e great darknels, » 
heavy dorm and rain which poured into the. 
dreams, rendered Ui>a night as dreadful, at. 
it was favourable to the French army, and 
glorious as it was to eventuate. 


On the 5th at the earlied dawn, every mail 
perceived the Emperor's plan, who wai noir 
with his army in order of battle at the furthefi 
extremity of the encmy’i left wing* had turn* 
ed all his intrenchments 
rendered all his 
works ufelefsi and had compelled the Auftri* 
ans to move out of their pods, and to give 
him battle upon ground which wai advantage­ 
ous. 
This great problem was accomplifhed 
and without pafling the Danube any where 
elfe. without even any fupport from 
tbe 
woiks» the enemy was obliged to fight three 
quarters of a league from his redoubts. N o w 
was anticipated the greated and mod happf 
refult. 


A t 6 in the morning the batteries whtcfa 
played upon En^ersdorffbad ptoduccd fucfi 
an effrit that the enemy was fain to take po(^' 
fcdlon of it with 4 battalions. 
The Duke p£ 
Rivoli ordered his firfl aid-de-camp St. Croix 
to march vgaind it of which he poiTed hitnfeli 
without much oppofition and captured every 
thing in it. 


Count Oudinot furrounded the Fortrefs of 
Sachfengang. which tbe enemy had garrifon« 
ed, compelled 900 men which defended it to 
furrender, and took 12 pieces of cannon. N o w 
the Emperor ordered his whole army to difplajf 
upon the immenfe plain of Enzersdoflf. 


Meanwhile the enemy.who had com mitted 
an error in his plans,recovered from bis adon« 
idiment, and endeavoured to command fome 
advantages 00 the new field of battle. 
F or 
this purpofe he detached many columns of in­ 
fantry» a great number of artillery and all hi» 
cavalry, as well of tbe line aa new levies, in 
order, if poflible to outflank the right wing 
of the French army. 
Wherefore be took 
poilcflion of the village of R u t s o d o r f f . T h e 
Emperor ordered Count Oudinct to take tbi* 
village, and ordered the Duke of A u erd ad c 
topafsoii the right of it, and dire^l bim felf 
againd tbe bead quarters of the A rchduke 
Charles, ts he was continuing to marcb from 
the right to the Irfc.

M r . F o x united, 
in a mol) remaikabfe 
degree, the fremiogly repugnant charsftera 
of the mtldtfl of men and the moll vehement 
of orator*. 
In private life he war gentle, 
muiieA, placable, kind. of Ample manners, 
aud lo averfe from pirade and dogmatifin, as 
to de not only unofl ntatious, but even fume- 
what in dftive in c.mve*fatioo. 
Hi* fuperi- 
o n ty was never (VR but in the inflruftion 
wh.ch he im p ute d , or in the attention which 
hit generous p r e s e n c e ufually direft'd to 
the more obfcore member* of the company. 
T h e fimplicity of his manners was far from 
excluding that perftft urbanity which flowed 
dill more from the mildoefs o f his natore, 
than from familiar intercoorfe with the moll 
poiifhrd fociety of Europe. H it eonverfatioo, 
when it was not repelle d by modefly or in- 
dolence, was delightful. 
T h e pleafantry, 
perhaps, of no man c f wit had fo unlaboured 
an appearance. 
It feemed rather to efcape 
from hia mind, than to have been produced 
by it. 
H e bad lived on the rood intimate 
terms with all his cotemporaries diflinguifh- 
ed by wit, poiitenefs, or philofophy, or learn. 
m g , or the talents of public life. 
In the 
courfe of thirty years he had known almofl 
every man in Europe wbofe intercourfe could 
ftrengtben, or enrich, or polifh the mind. 
His own literature was various and elegant. 
In daffiest erudition, which by the Cullom 
of England, it more peculiarly called learn* 
ing he was inferior to few profeiTed fcholars. 
Lik* all men of genius, he delighted to take 
refuge in poetry, from the v u l g a r l y and ir* 
ritation of bufinefs. 
H it own verfea were 
eafy and ple«fing, and might have claimed no 
low place among thofe which the French call 
Vers de socicte. 
T h e poetical character of 
bis mind was difpLyed in bit extraordinary 
partiality for the poetry of the two moll po. 
ctieal nations, or at lead languages, of the 
W e d 
thofe o f the Greeks and the Italians. 
H e difliked political c o n v e r s i o n , and never 
willingly took my paet in it. 
T o fpeak of 
him juflly, at an orator, would require a long 
elT*y. 
Every where natural, he carri*d into 
public fomething of that Ample and negligent 
exterior which belonged to him 
in private. 
W h e n he began to fpeak, a common ooferver 
might have thought him aukward ; and even 
a confummate judge could only have been 
flruck with the cxquifitr juflnefs of his ideas, 
and the tranfparent fimplicity o f hit manners* 
But no fooner had he fpoken for Tome time, 
than he w a changed into another being 
H e 
forgot Ii 1 rn fe I f and every thing around him. 
H e thought only o f hit lub j-ft. 
His genius 
warmed and kindled at he went on* H e dart­ 
ed fire into hia audience. 
Torrents of impe­ 
tuous and irrefiilible eloquence fwept along 
their feelings and conviction. 
H e certainly 
polteffed, above all moderns, that union of 
reason, 
sim plicity, 
and 
vehem ence, 
which 
formed the prince o f orators. 
H e was the 
mod Demostbenean fpeaker fince Dtraoflhenev. 
** I knew h i m , " fays M r. Burke, in a pam* 
phJart written after their unhappy difference, 
when he wa* nineteen ; fince which time 
he hat rifen, by flow degrees, to bf the mod 
brilliant aud accompanied deb ito r that the 
world 
ev r f a w . " 
T h e quiet dignity o f t 
mind roofed only by great ob j e f t i , the abfencs 
o f petty bodle, contempt of (how, the abhor, 
rence of intrigue, the plainnefs and down- 
ri^htnefa, 
and the thorough 
good nature* 
which didingu.flied M r. Fox, Teem to render 
him no veiy unfit repreTentative of that old 
Engild' national charafter, which, if it ever 
changed, we fhould ba (anguine indeed to ex- 
peft to fee fucceeded by a better, 
T h e fun- 
p lu ity of hi* character infpired confidence, 
the ardour of his eloquence roofed enthufi- 
aim, and the gentlenefa o f hit manners in­ 
vited friendfhip. 
“ I admired,M fay* M r. 
Gibbon, ** the powers o f a fuperior man ai 
they are blended, in hia attraftive.charifter, 
with all the foftnefa and fimplicity of a child: 
no human being was ever more free from any 
taint of malignity, vanity, or falfehood."— 
From thefe qualities of hia public and private 
charaftcr, it probably arofe, that no Englifh 
Aatefman ever preferved, during fo long a 
period of adverfe fortune, fo many affeftion- 
ate friends, sod fo many sealcus adherents. 
The union of ardour in public fentiment, with 
mild ne Ft in foetal manners, was, in M r . Fox, 
an hereditary quality. 
T h e fame fafciuatiog 
power over the attachment o f all who came 
within his fphera, ii Did to have belonged to 
hit fath er; and thofe who know the furvivors 
of another generation, will feel that thisde* 
lightful quality is not yet extin ft in the rM f . 
Perhaps nothing can more (Longly prove 
the deep unpr-fllun nude by this part of M r . 
F o x ’s c h - r a f t -1, than the wofds of M r. Burke 
who i n j 4 i i u iry 
1797, fix years after all in- 
tercourf- between them had ceafrd, (peaking 
to a perfon honoured with font# degree of M r . 
Fox's fncndfhip, L id , 4 To be sure bets a man 
made to be lo v ed !'* 
and thefe emphatic*! 
words were uttered with a fervour of manner 
which left no doubt of their beart-feltfii.ee. 
u t y . 
Thefe few hady and honed (potences are 
flenched in a temper too (cher and ferioui for 
intentional exaggeration, and with too pious 
an affeft ion 
for the memory of M r. F c x to 
profane it by intermixture with the factious 
brawl* sod wrangles of the day. 
Hit politi­ 
cal conJuA belongs to hiflory. 
T h e meafures 
which he fuppcrtrd or oppufed may divide the 
opinion of p o larity, aa they have divided 
thofe of the prefent age. 
But he will mod 
certainly command the unanimous reverence 
of future generations, f v his pure fcm im cots 
towards the commonwealth, by his teal for 
the civil and religious rights o f all men, by 
hit liberal principles, favourable to m<td go- 
vernmen:, to t i e unfettered extrc ife of the 
Lumitt f r t i h i c t i s o l the prog*:Ui?e civil **.

Passage o f the 
arm o f the Danube to tho 
Island o f Lobau, 


O N the 4th at 10 in the evening, Gen. O n - 
dinot embarked 1500 of Gen. Courou’s volti- 
geurs on the great arm of the Danube. 
Col- 
Bafle with 10 gun boats carried them out and 
landed them, beyond the confluence of t h o 
leffer arm of 'the Illand of Lobau in the Da» 
nube. 
T h e batteries of the enemy were foots 
ftlenced, and be was purfued from tht w o o d 
to the village of Mahlet* 
A t 1 1 o'clock in the evening the batterie* 
planted againfl E n s e n d o rf f received orders tw 
begin to fire. 
T h e howitzers reduced this 
unfortunate fmall city to affies, and in h f o 
than half an bour the enemy's batterie! w r r o 
file need. 
A t 2 o'clock after midnight, tfie army h ad 
[tfie fig u re is illegible] bridges 
and the lefc 
wing debouched under the protection c t tho 
batteries 1500 toifet below K srrfdorff and 
the right at W i t t a u . 
Th** corp* ut 'he Di l o 
of Rtvoli (Maffena) compofed the right w i n g , 
that o f Oudinot the centre, and A u e r d a d t ’a 
(D avou fl) the left w in g .— I he corp* c f tho 
Duke of Ponte Corvo ( Be^nadotte) of the 
V i c e - R o y , and of Ragufa ( M a r m o n t) tho 
guard and the cuiraflLrs c o m p o e d the 2d 
line and the referee. 
T h e great datkneis, a 
heavy flotm and rain which poured into tho 
dreams, rendered this night ai dreadful, ax 
it was favourable to the French army, and 
glorious as it was to eventuate. 
On the 5th at the carlie A daw n, ev ery m ad 
perceived the Emperor’* plan, who wa* noir 
with his army in order of battle a*, the furthefl 
extremity of the enem y’* left wing* had turn- 
ed all hia intreochments 
rendered all 
hix 
works ufelefii and had compelled the Auftri* 
ans 
to move out of their pods, and to g ir o 
him battle upon ground which was advantage­ 
ous. 
This great problem was accompanied 
and without palling the Danube any wherw 
elfe. without even any fupport 
from 
the 
woikst the enemy was obliged to fight three 
quarters of a league from hts redoubts. 
N o w 
was anti;ipated the greaten and mod happy 
refult. 
A t 8 in the morning the batteries which 
played upon E ' jrrsd crfT had 
pioduccd fuels 
sn effrft that the enemy was fain to U k e pof- 
ft (Tun of it with 4 battalions. 
T h e Duke p f 
R iv o li ordered his fird aid-de-camp St. C ro ix 
to march egainfl it of which be polled bimfelf 
without much oppofition and captured every 
thing in it. 
Count Oudinot furrounded the Fortrefs o f 
Sachfengang, which the enemy had garrifon- 
ed, compelled 900 men which defended it to 
A m ender, and took 12 pieces of cannon. N o w 
the Emperor ordered his whole army to diTplay 
upon the immenfe plain of Ensersuoff. 
Meanwhile the enem y.who had committed 
an error in his plans,recovered from his adon* 
ifhment, and endeavoured to command fa m e 
advantages on the oew field of battle. 
F or 
this purpofe he detached m ary columns of in­ 
fantry, a great number o f artillery and all hia 
cavalry, as well of the line as new levies, irs 
order, if po Ai bls to outflank the righ t w in g 
o f the French army. 
W h erefo re he took 
poffrffion of the village o f R u tse o d o iff . T h e 
Emperor ordered Count O udinct to take this 
village, and ordered the D uke o f Aue>Aadc 
to p«f* on the right of it, and direft h im felf 
agami! the head quarters of the A r c h d u k e 
Charles, as he was continuing to march from 
the right to the left. 
From noon till nine o'clork in the evening 
we manoeuvred in this vafl plain. 
W e to.-k 
all the vill ges, and at we approach'd the 
heights of their entrenched pod*, they retir-d 
from them as though through magic. 
T h o 
Duke of Rivoli caufed them to be taken pof- 
ic Ti do of without oppofition. 
In this man­ 
ner we g o t into our power, the w orks of Efs- 
ling and Grof* A fpe rn , and thus the 40 d*ys 
work o f the enemy v a t rendrred totally ufe- 
lef* to him.

The left wing of

sendoriT. 
In thia. order the night c*rae on, 
sod mt prepared fcr a great battle the nrxt 
'Borniog* 
Tbe poüiion of the enemy was re- 
coiiooitred throughout, in order to hinder him 
to adopt any fyilem, after we (hould take poC- 
íeíEoo of the villageof Wagram in the night. 
In that cafe hii line already extended, preca­ 
rious, and furpriied by a change of camp.muft 
xnull have fuffered the different corps to be 
mixed without order or objrAy and tbe affiiir 
would foon be terminated without any ferious 
conüié^* 
W tgram waa attacked, our troops 
took tbe village : but a S. xon column and a 
Trench column in the dark took e^ch other 


f o r enemies, and the operation mifcarticd. 


Already we were preparing for the battle of 
W agram . 
It appears ihat the dtfpcfi.ions of 
the French and Auflrian generali were oppof- 
x d to each other» 


The Emperor employed the whole night to 
6raw together his force into the centre.where 
he was perfonally within cannon Ihot of Wa> 
gram. 
this purpjfe the Duke of Hivoli 


suarcbed to tbe left of AderkUu, and left a 
lingle divifion at Afpern, which bad orders in 
cafe of necrfliiy to retreat to the ifland of 
Lobau. 
The duke of Auerfladt had orders 
to advance beyond the village of Grosfhof, in 
order to approach the centre. 
I'he AuRrian , 
general in the mean time weakened his centre I 
ip order to occupy aud (hengthen bis vings, | 
to which he gave an additional extent. 
’ 


On tbe 6th at day break the Duke cf Ponte 
Corvo occupied tbe left wing. 
In hii ffcond 
line was the Duke of Rivoli. The Vice-King 
clofcdin the centre, where the corps of Count 
Oudinot, that of the duke of Racfufa, the 
corps of the Imperial Guards, and tbe diviHon 
of Curiafliers formed 7 or 8 linci. The Duke 
« f Aueriladc marched from the right wing to 
▼ each the centre. 
The enemy on the other 
liaod phced the corps of Bellegarde at Rad- 
lau in Marfch : the corps of Collowrath, Lich 
tenilein and Mullet united with the right 
•wing in the pofition of Wagram, tvherc the 
Prince of Hoheniollern was, and at the end 
o f the left wing at Neuftedel where the corps 
• f Rofenbergand Auerberg debouched, tmi 
by a curved movement at the early d^^n fell 
upon each other and gave the figna! for battle. 


The Emperor equally commencing at this 
period ordered the Duke ef Aueriladt to be 
reinforced by the divifíoo of Curiaifiers of the 
Duke of Padau. and the corps of Rofrnburg 
to be taken in flirkby a battery of 12 pieces 
«f tbe divifion of gen. count Nanfouty. 
In 
lefs than three quarters of an hour the üne 
corps of Auerfladt bad defeated tbe corps of 
Rufenburg and purfued it beyond Neuiledel 
and did it great injury. 


Meanwhile the cannonade became general 
through the whole line, and the d.fpofnion of 
the entmy d:ftlofeJ itf^lf every moment. His 
whole left wing was lintd vitb artillery. 
It 
iiiight be faid, that the Auflrian General pre­ 
pared not to obtain itviflofy but that he had 
in view only ;be means of t&king advantage 
of it. 
This difpofition feemed fo unlkilful, 
that a defeat was anticipated,and the emperor 
■waited fome time before he ordered the fmall 
difpofition which was neceCTary to fruArate 
that of the enemy and to render it t miifor* 
tune to him. 


He ordered the Duke ol Rtvoli Co attsck a 
village which tbe eaemy occupied, one by 
which the centre of the army was a little 
galled. 
He ordered the duke of Auerftadt 
to t»ke the pofition of Nefteduel and thence 
to advance to Wagram« and ordered the 
Duke of R«^ufa and General Macdunald to 
iotm in columns to feize upon Wagram the 
qioment t he duke of Auerüadt debouched. 


Afcer thefe occurrences we were informed 
that the enemy made 
a defperate affault 
upon the village which tha Duke of Hi- 
voli had taken : our left wing was furrounO- 
ed at 3000 toifes : a violent cannonade was 
«Irrady beard at Grofi Al'pern,and the whole 
tnterv.ll between Grofs Al'pfrn and Wagram 
vras occupied by an .immenf« line of Artille* 
r y . ~ N o doubt was left about it. 


The Emperor in this fituation, ordered 
Mac’ dunald-to form the dififions of 
Broufiler and t<amarque into columns for lb* 
attack. 
H e ordered them to be fupported by 
thedivifions of gen. Nanfeuty, the horfe- 
guards and forty detachments of .different 
éorps. 
Gen. Count Labrifton marched at 
the head of luii battery of 100 pieces o f 
artillery againil the enemy, approached him 
without firing« till he came within half can­ 
non (hot, and then commenced an aüonifhing 
áre, whereby fliughter and death was car. 
ried into the enemy’& ranks.

bers to the A uilrians, or the lat’.cr have ftill fome- 
thing of an army remaining under the Archduke 
d iaries. 


T h e Armifiice fays the refpeflive powers are to 
r e u i a their poileiHons in Poland, but the Auilrian 
troops arc to evacuate the Tyrol and Vorolbtif^. 
W e believe that the French have aiFeried, that the 
Auilrians had been driven from thofe territories, 
hut that in the two lafl there were a few of the in. 
liib itan tsin infurreftion. 
T h e French took Grai* 
fometimc fmcc, but it feems the citadel has held 
out. 


T here is no mention in 
the F u ü p tin that the 
Archduke Charles was w ounded— and we find him 
referred to in the Armiftice, fo that he was cer­ 
tain !/ living on the I2th of July.

G reatly difrmyed by th# progrefi o f the 
F re n c h army, and its great refults, cccafioned 
a lro o t without aneffort.the enemy ordered all 
his troop* to march, and io the evening took 
the following pofition : hi* right wing extend. 
rd from Stadlau to Gernfdorff, hi* centre from 
Gerofdoiff to W a g r a m ,a n d his left wing from 
W a g r a m to Neuftedfl. 
T h e left wing of 
t h e French army was at 
G re a t Afpern. ira 
centre at Rafcbedoiff, and its right at Glin- 
aendorflT. 
In this, order the n ight came on, 
and we prepared for a g re a t battle the next 
m o rn in g . 
T h e p ortion of the enemy wa* re­ 
connoitred th roughout, io order to hinder him 
to adopt any fyftem, after we ftiouid take pof- 
feflioo of the villageof W a g r a m in the night. 
I n that cafe hi* line elready extended, prrca* 
rio ot, and furpriaed by a change of camp muff 
mull have fullered the different corp* to be 
mixed without order or objrfl* and the affair 
would foon be terminated without any ferious 
conflict. 
W a g r a m wa* attacked, our troop*
